OLON, Dec. 5.— [By Central Amer! 
dan Cable.] A conspiracy to over- 
throw the new government ot Pan- 
ama was discovered today. Col. Fer- 
rol, who only yesterday was made 
commanzdante, was arrested at Panama 
with three others, ineluding a major 
and an adjutant on the charge of 
plotting against the authorities. They 
were arrested with such expedition 
and secrecy that they were put on a 
train and were half-way across the 
isthmus before the news was known2. 
Such secant time was given to them 
‘that they were not allowed to take 
their baggage, or get any money. 
They are all Colombians, and declare

The 
communication was written in terms 
implicating them in such a plot. At the 
same time, they say the writer advised 
some of the offitiais at Panama to se- 
cure and read the letter addressed to 
Col. Ferrol before it was delivered to 
him. This wat done either last night 
or this morning. The four persons were 
arrested this morning at the barracks 
and lodged in al. This afternoon they 
were conveyed to the railway station, 
where they wefe placed on board a 
train bound for Colon. 

According to their statement, they 
were not allowed to make any explana- 
tion. The writer of the letter, they say, 
may have been prompted by a desire to 
injure them because they turned Pan- 
umaians, or the whole plot may have 
been concocted in Panama in order to 
get them out of the country because, 
as Colombians, they were dislikea. 
here. They do not dare to go to Co- 
jombia, where, they assert, they will 
be treated as.traltors. The govern- 
ment will pay their passage to Port 
Limon. They are entirely without 
funds, and have ne means of earning a

Thus, this country 
will presentiy have for a time 
in, its history a blind man upon 
the bench of its highest court.

greater by 119.

persons, of whom twenty were lost. 


The estimated value of these vessels 
and the cargoes wae $8,848,215, of which

“The lfe-raving crews saved and 
assisted in saving 563 imperiled’ ves-

Spain, it is known, hase formed 4 
sugar trust with the avowed purpose 
of competing to supply sugar to the 
markets of the world. During the last 
fiscal year. so far as Spain and Rou- 
mania are concerned, no sugar from 
those countries came into the market 
of the United States. From Japan 
there was imported only 1635 pounds of 
raw cane sugar, which was below, No. 
16. Dutch standard, and 188 pounds of 
refined sugar.

They at once attacked him, one of 
them striking him a vicious biow in 
the face with his fist. When Morti- 
more returned the blow and began de- 
fending himself, the other drew a knife 
and began stabbing him. He struck 
three blows with the weapon and tried 


to use it @ fourth time when the ap- 


proach of other persons in response to 
Mortimore's cries, caused his assailants 
to run away 

Mortimore gave the police excellent 
descriptions of his assailants, but said 
thta he did not know whe they were.

canal—for this is precisely what a con- 
certed opposition to the administra- 
tion’s programme at the present junc- 
ture would amount to. There will nec- 
essarily be a showing of hands when 
the *new treaty with the republic 0 
Panama goes before the Senate for rat- 
ification. which will be early in the reg- 
ular session, beginning tomorrow. The 
opponents of the canal um then be 
forced from cover, and we shall soon 
knew what sort of a fight they propose 
to put up against the President's pol- 
„ in this matter. 

ere is much discussion of the ques- 
tion whether the President has full 
power to go ahead, under the Spooner 
act, and pay out the money authorized 
by that act, without any further legis- 
lation by the House. The Spooner act 
required that the President, if he 
should fail to negotiate a satisfactory 
treaty with Colombia “after a reason- 
abie time,” should forthwith open ne- 
gotiations With Nicaragua and Costa 
Rice, for the building of the canal by 
the Nicaragua route. The question as 
to just what constitutes a reasonable 
time ig necessarily a question of con- 
siderable latitude. It is probable that 
the President, in his forthcoming mes- 
sage, Will take the view that the “rea- 
sonable time” allotted to him has not 
yet expired, and that he is proceeding 
with all possible diligence to secure the 
concessions necessary to the bulliding o. 
the canal by ama route. K 
will further hold, doubtless, that al- 
though the Spooner act specifically 
named Colombia as the power 
which he was to conduct negotiations 
for the necessary concessions for a 
canal across the Isthmus of Panama, 
the specific mention of Colombia in this 
connection was due solely to the fact 
that the government of Colombia was, at 
the time the law was enacted, in con- 
trol and authority on the isthmus; and 
that, in view of the fact that the Co- 
lombian ‘government has been super- 
seded by another government on the 
isthmus, the authority vested in him 
by the Spooner act to negotiate a 
treaty for the bullding of a canal 
across the isthmus still holds with ref- 
erence to the new government—the 
government which is at the present 
time in full and unimpeded exercise of 
sovereignty on the isthmus, In this 
view of the case, no new action by the 
House will be required, and the only 
thing that will remain to comp'ete the 
preliminaries necessary to the building 
of the canal will be the ratMication of 
the new treaty by the Senate.

SERMON BY A LAYMAN. 
The cynics who are fond of saying 


that the religion of the present day is |

Instances will not be 
wanting of ministers of the gospel who 
eagerly desert the humbler missionary. 
fields of labor for the pulpits of fine 
churches where larger salaries are 
paid, and all that. 

It does not appear, however, that 
these points are well taken. The true | 
seat of religion ts in every man's own 
heart, and, if sometimes there are those 


prominence and success, their actions 
do not in way affect religion itself. 
Nor does it/ follow that a man cannot 


be truly religious, because he ie rich. 
We are not to set ourselves up too 


freely as our neighbors’ judges, nor 


are we our brother's Keepers. If Mr. 
Rockefeller likes to engage in Sab- 
bath school work it is not for others to 
accuse him of insincerity just because 
he is the richest man in the world. Re- 
ligion has only one thing for its pur- 
pose and that is.to save souls, and it 
must be remembered that the rich map 
has a soul as well as the poor man. 

It is the easiest of ali things to im- 
pugn the motives of others. but of all 
the people in the world the cynic occu- 
pies the least useful place It is @ 
poor business, this practice of fault- 
finding and sneering. If you believe in 
a God, at all, you should applaud every 
man who prociaims the same belief, 
whether he does it from the steps of 
a palace or the doorway of a hovel. 
Above all things, cultivate a cheerful 
confidence in your fellow-men and al- 
ways be thrice more willing to credit 
them with good intentions than to ac- 
cuse them of deceit and hypocrisy.

Persons who have been given fat, 
juley ducks Rave complained repeatedly 
that they were dry. This always leads 
up to an inquiry and an amazing dis- 
covery—in one case that an estimable 
lady had roasted the birds, three sprigs, 
in a hot gas oven one hour. This is 
culinary heresy of the worst sort. Halt 
an hour is enough to materially dry up 
a juicy bird, and unless it is very old, 
or apparently tough, twenty minutes 
in a brisk gas oven should be ali suf- 
ficient; fifteén minutes is often enough 
even for big birds. For teal even jess 
time is required. Of course the time 
depends on the fire, but in a gas over 
a remarkable heat can be raleed, so for 
reasting game it is peculiarily 
adapted, the great advantage ang the 
rapid searing over of the bird's skin, 
which tends to retain all ite juices. 

No duck should be eaten until the 
second day after it has been shot, and 
if an te box is handy, three or four 
days will “ripen” the bird materially, 
making it tender, and far better in 
favor. No.one would think of eating 
beef the day after it was killed, and 
the same rule holds with ducks, 

All game should be dry picked and 
singed; drawn carefully and wiped out 
with a damp cloth. Seaking birds of 
any sort in salt and Water over 
night, as is done by Many, 3 
favor, and is inexcusable wu the 
ducks are fishy, in which.case they are 
not fit to eat. After the birds have been 
picked clean, and pin feathers. all re- 
moved, they may be stuffed win 
dressing in which chopped celery forms 
a large part; celery and bread crumbs 
with the usual sage and savory Spie- 
ing tend to improve the taste of ducks. 
Many advocate leaving the dressing in 
them several hours prior to cooking. 

With the ducks stuffed and ready for 
the oven, a strip of bacon or salt pork 
may be tied on their breasts and a dab 
of butter placed over it to start them 
basting. The oyen cannot be too hot, 
and the birds should begin to hiss im- 
mediately they are put into K. If fat 
they will drain enough grease With the 
bacon fat to provi ample basting 
liquor, and this should be done fre- 
quentiy. 

In fifteen minutes the fork test should 
be applied. The birds may require an- 
other five minutes, but at the end of 
that time. th should be done to the 
bone, rich and juicy, and as near per- 
fection as is allowed by nature. The 
dressing inside birds baked thus hur- 
rtedly may not be cooked through, but 
it can be finished in a separate pan if 
so desired, the birds being eaten piping

TERRIBLE 
PLIGHT AFTER FALL.

Lay Three Days and Nights With 
Broken Leg, Without Food, Water or 
to Freezing Point. 


[APECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. 

BAKERSFIELD, Dec. 5.—Three days 
in the bottom of a shaft with a leg 
erushed and without food, water or 
covering, and with the temperature well 
down toward the freezing point, was 
the experience of Tim Casey, late of 
Randsburg, but now confined in the 
County Hospital with one leg ampu- 
tated. 

Tt was three days after Thanksgiv- 
ing that passers-by on the road between 
Johannesburg and Randsburg were at- 
tracted to the mouth of a deserted 
shaft by cries, and the injured man 
was discovered pt the bottom in a hor- 
ribly crippled condition. The story 
told by Casey is one of horror, and, if 
true, shows that a desperate crime was 
committed in the lonely hills that look 
down on the camp of Randsburg. 

According to his tale, he ad 
marted from Johannesburg to Rands- 
burg, and Whep he was near 
the summit he was attacked by un- 
known parties, who seized him, carried 
him bodily to the mouth of the shaft 
and hurled him to the bottom, a dis- 
tance of fifty feet. The shock rendered 
— —— and he lay for 

urs in that con 
1 ee dition at the bottom 

With the return of his senses he 
found it impossible to move on ac- 
eount of his broken leg. For three 
days and nights he was in that pitiful 
condition, and so desperate did he be- 


made several efforts to climb up the 
shaft far enough so that he might 
fall back and break his neck, thus put- 
ting an end to his sufferings. When 
he was brought to the hospital his leg 
was feund to be in such condition that 


operation was performed by County 
Physician Shafer. The injured man is 
getting along well and his recovery is 
probable. 

Casey's story does not receive full 
«Predence. So far as is known he is a 
man without any enemies, and appar- 
ently no possible motive can be as- 
eribed for the commission of such a 
erime. His coat and hat were found 
at the mouth of the shaft, and there 
are many who believe that he received 
the fall while the worse for — 
Casey is not a miner.

FOR OLIVE HEIGHTS. 

PRIVATE PARK AND NEW HOTEL. 

Bulldings capable of comfortably 
bousing over 10,000 people have been 
erected in the Olive Heights district 
since the completion of the inclined 
railway known as Angels’ Flight, De- 
cember 29, 1901. Most of them are lo- 
cated on the high ground adjoining the 
termination, of the railway on Olive 
and Third streets. Some of them are 
in the outer portions of the district 
lying between First and Fifth, Olive 
and Hope streets, but carefully-pre- 
pared estimates show that since the 
date mentioned bulidings containing 
an aggregate of 1649 rooms, which are 
equivalent to 206 eight-story dwellings, 
have been erected within two and one- 
half blocks of the point designated. 

Upon the completion of the Angels’ 
Flight railway by J. W. Eddy, this 
portion of the city began experiencing 
a share of the development now in 
progress. For years prior to that time 
very little had been done there in the 
way of building. That the share of the 
city’s growth which it has since ex- 


Deut twenty miles away 
Valley, with its fine tim- 


perienced is a goodly one is, of course, 
not to be questioned, Its growth has 
been but little if any more rapid. 
‘however, than other portions of the 
elty-which could be designated, and ti 
may be justly cited as a sample of the 
progress -which favored localities of 
his city are experiencing.

values in this locality during t past 
two years has been about 100 cent. 
In some instances it has gone beyond 
that figure. Just before the completion 
of Angels’ Flight the lot 45x90 feet on 
the northeast corner of Olive and 
Third streets, with small frame build- 
ing of nominal value, was bought for 
$5000. Recently the lot alone, the im- 
provements having been removed, was 
leased for ten years by the Collins Ho- 
iel Company at a rate which yields in- 
terest at 6 per cent. on a valuation of

NEW HOTEL. 

The lot referred to was desired by 
the hotel company to secure additional 
space for the grounds around the hotel 
that is soon to be built in this locality. 
It opens into a park that is to adjoin 
the hotel gh the south, and which will 
be an attractive feature of the im- 
provements. The erection of this hote! 
was planned some months ago, but it 


was held back awalting action by the 
City Council upon certain changes 
pro in the building ordinances. 


The ordinance finally adopted necessi- 
tated great changes in the plans of 
the build „ but those changes have 
now ade, and arrangements for 
the erection of the building have been 
perfected, and it is now stated that Ms 
completion will be pushed forward 
without unnecessary delay. A8 rst 
planned, it was to be a frame struc- 
ture covering of metal lath and

A picture of the building, made from 
the architect's perspective, shows the

The plans are from the office of Ar- 
chitect A. I. Haley, and the building is 
to be put up under bis supervision.

While brick will be used for the lower 
stories, the house will be made by the 
use of metal lath and cement plaster to 
appear as a cement-and-plaster struc- 
ture from the ground to the cornice 
line. It will have a frontage of 73 feet 
on Olive street, a similar frontage on 
Clay street, and a depth of 150 feet. 
The slope of the ground causes the 
difference noted in the héight ot the 
Olive and the Clay-street fronts. 

Over the Clay-street frontage WAI 
rise a tower of beautiful architectural 
design, on the first story of which wil! 
be located a full set of chimes. Above 
these will be an observation tower, 
with searchlight of powerful rays. The 
dining-room, 40x80. feet, the kitthen, 
and a spacious roof garden, will be 
located on the roof. 

The structure will contain its own 
heating and power plant, which will be 


tricity for running the elevators, light- 
lug the building, and furnishing the 
power and light required by the An- 
gels’ Flight Railway. 

The house will have 200 guests’ 
rooms, 100 bath rooms and suitable ad- 
ministrative rooms, and one freight and 
two passenger elevators will be in- 
stalled. 

The main office will be on Olive 
street. Its walls will be surmounted 
by neatly designed arches, with panel 
bases; and the celling will be beamed 
and ornamented, and illuminated by 
numerous electric lights. The floors 
will be of Mosaic tiling, and the gen- 
eral finish of the room will be of the 
most pleasing character. The entrance 
will have bent glass windows, marble 
and Mosaic tilling, and heavy bevel 
plate glass will surround the main 
doorways. 

The Ciay-street entrance will be 
equally attractive, and near the latter 
Will be placed the elevators. 

A Dbilliard-room, bowling alley and 
other attractive features will be ar- 
ranged for, and every modern con- 
venience will be provided. Telephones 
will be placed in each room; hot and 
cold water be piped to each apartment; 
a cold storage and ice manufacturing 
department will be a part of the equip- 
ment, and In its general plan and ar- 
rangement, the house will be as nearly 
adapted to modern requirements as a 
careful study of hotel conditions and a 
liberal use of means can make it. It 
will be suitably furnished and operated 
under the personal management of an 
experienced hotel manager, and with 
its location afid surroundings it should 
be made one of the most attractive 
hotels of this portion of the State. The 
building complete will cost about $150. - 
000, and its location is such that it wil! 
command an‘excellent view of the city 
and of the ocean, sixteen miles dis- 
tant.

JAPAN ESE WILD 
TO FIGHT RUSSIA. 


Stirring Tales

the Mikado Goes to War With the 


of the Loyalty that

ONDON, Nov. 25.—When the Jap- 
anese government refused to go to 
war with Russia over the Port Ar- 
thur affair, forty officers of the Jap- 
anese army ripped themselves open 
after the ancient and  horridly-fatal 
manner which the natives call hara- 
kiri, (hara—belly; kiri—to cut.) That 
was their protest. By that act the 
spirit of the old Japan spoke with the 
voice of its utmost passion to the 
spirit of the new, calling on it to scorn 
diplomacy and to avenge with blood 
the wrong and insult that Russia had 
put upon the Land of the Rising Sun. 
So far as the government was con- 
cerned, this ghastly protest was un- 
availing, but the effect on the public 
mind was profound and lasting. Time 
has not lessened it. If anything, the 
sentiment which that protest stood for 
has grown in strength. If ever the peo- 
ple of a country were keen for war,

fairly grounded on the beach and slew 
the invaders in the sea, so that the 
very froth of the waves was red with 
blood.

These afford but scanty 
foothold. The roads are narrow and 
winding, sometimes skirting three sides 
of the same field. They are crooked 
purposely. They follow the ancient 
windings laid down by the feudal lords 
or daimiyo in the days when Japan 
was an armed camp and aspirants for

ALL FROZE TO DEATH. 

Faithfulness to duty when that duty 
involves patriotism is a marked char- 
acteristic of the Japanese. Loyalty is 
the par excellence of the nation, the old 
feudal loyalty that Europe knew four 
centuries ago. An example of this oc- 
curred last winter, when a company of 
native soldiers were on a tour, training 
for a probable winter campaign in Ko- 
rea. The party lost its way in the 
snow, which falls to a depth of ten feet 
sometimes on the west coast, especially 
to the north. After some days’ hard 
work a searching party discovered the 
company all dead of exposure. 
commander was found surrounded by 
his men in such a way as to show that 
they had endeavored to protect him by 
their bodies so that his life at least 
might be spared. 

Going back into history we find so 
many examples of this perfect loyalty 
that it is difficult to choose an example. 
Among many famous instances is that 
of an official who had received orders 
from the central government to dis- 
cover and execute a youth who was the 
heir of a certain prince. This prince, 
Hito, by name, was the feudal lord or 
daimiyo under whom the official had 
grown up. The officidl had Hito's son 
in hiding, and when the order came

ADMIRABLE DEFENSES. 

Besides these natural ‘advantages of 
defense against the invader there are 
the admirable fortifications which now 
protect the empire at every point that 
might otherwise have been attractive 
to an enemy.

frankly confesses that he has

bert.“ where the third act fashioned 
itself so completely in m mind that

Bernhardt Reminiscence.

R. G. Sims has very decided views 
as to how a successful melodrama 
should be written, and probably no 
one is entitied to speak with more 
authority on this subject The chief 
thing, he says, is to get a simple story, 
free from complication and with plenty 
of passion, pathos, humor and lively 
characterization in it. Having thus 
got the mental skeleton, he proceeds 
to clothe the plot with dialogue and 
fill in the incidents. 

As all his plays are written for spe- 
clal casts, he makes a point of “writ- 
ing round” the individual actors who 
are to produce the play, and every 
line is written with a mental eye on 
the stage, which no playwright is 
more familiar with.. 

When writing in collaboration he 
and his colieague usually spend a week 
in cogitation at some charming place, 
such as Brighton or Monte Carlo, re- 
turning home without a single line 
being actually written. 

Mr. Sydney, when he wants to get 
an idea for a new play seeks inspira- 
tion from one of his seasoned b 
pipes—and never in vain. ut 
he has got his idea the difficulty of 
worki it out proves idable. “I 
suffer m the disease of laziness,”’ 
he says, “and I simply cant settle 
down to work until I am compelled to. 
But when once I start I go right 
working morning, noon and night until 
it is Anished.” 

Having got a suitable idea, he first 
plans out a very slight scenario, and 
begins to write with only a slight con- 
ception of his characters.

them. When once the play is under 
way his brain is satureted with it, and 
everything else ia thrown aside anti it 
is completed.

Managerial Idiosyncracies. 

The average American theater man- 
ger, and even some of our most im- 
portant managers, seem surpising!v de- 
ficient in that grit and moral courage 
which London and the Continental 
managers constantly display. For in- 
stance, two very conapicuous New 
York managers, recentiy returned from 
Europe, each bringing with him a num- 
ber ot foreign plays which bead eitner 
been su: essfuily brought out in 
London or Paris, or, taough unpro- 
duced as yet had been written by for- 
Siga authors of so much prestige as tu 
proDably convey a prosperuus impulse 
tv their plays, when once staged. 

It requires very little ability of any 
kind for an American manager, upon 
Seeing a play performed to crowded 
houses in London, Paris, or Berlin, to 
decide that it is just the play tor his 
and to forthwith purchase 


clientéle, 
the righta. 

Real intellectual ability is shown in 
the capacity to judge the acting value 
of a play from the typed manuscript 
alone. This requires experience of the 
stage, and sufficient imagination to pro- 
ject vividly before one the succession 
of scenes, as though they were being 
acted upon a real stage, and to caicu- 
late the probable effect that adequate 
actors would produce while interpret- 
ing them. 

After this the courage is evinced in 
willingness to assume the risk of pro- 
duction. As à rule, the risk of repro- 
duction in New York of a successful 
piay is very smail. If it were not, the 
foreign play would not so ubiquitously 
make its appearance here to the ignore- 
ment of unproduced native material. 

When these facts are laid before the 
American manager, his reply is that 
he is not in this business for his health. 
This blithesome and airy manner of 
evading the question leaves much to 
be inferred, especially as it had not 
been presuppossed that hygienic consid- 
erations had impelied the 
stageward. The manager is certainly 
not in the theatrical business for his 
many cases, is it for 
the theatrical business 
his sole object being the acquisition 
of the maximum of money in the min- 
imum of time. 

One of the most difficult of feats Is 
to Induce any American manager to 
bring out, at his own expense, a play 
by an American author who has not 
already considerable success. 
Several of our most conspicuous New 
York man- gers refused to have any- 
thing to with a certain American 
playwright until the latter had con- 
trived. by a combination of talent. 
commercial tngtinct, hard work, and 
good luck, to achieve a victo in a 
neighboring vity. This being ne, a 
metropolitan manager who had pre- 
. Viously disdained him, gave him warm 
welcome. Not much courage here! No 
grit whatever! The truly great man- 
ager has higher qualities than the pas- 
sion for mere money and fame. He 
has the merit of discovering merit. 
He has the courage to give ft a 
chance. While he cannot expect to 
thrive without attending closely to the 
business end of his enterprises, he is 
not so blind and cowardly as to wait 
for success to be achieved before rec- 
ognizing its author. He does not tem- 
porize for the talent. which he ig- 
nored, to de discovered, and then 
pounre upon it as though he had been 
ita Columbus. 

Does anyone acquainted with mana- 
renal methods believe, if “Cyrano de 
Bergerac” had been written by an 
American, that any star-actor or man- 
ager would have put it upon our 
stage? But having been written by a 
Frenchman, and produced successfully 
in Parts, there was a general rush of 
American stars and managers, until 
the world of the stage vibrated with 
the agitation of theatrical coat-tails 
flapping in competitive onslaught. 

A peculiarity that characterizes the 
provincia] manager is his fondness for 
the lowest type of melodrama. Any- 
one who wishes to investigate this 
branch of the subject need only ex- 
amine the date-list in any dramatic 
weekly to be convinced of the truth 
of this statement. Plays of this de- 
scription. as well as of a much better. 
make their way to New York from 
time to time and become visib'te at 
some of the cheap theaters. Here 
they are triumphantly reproduced, 
with all their enormities of construc- 
tion and crowded criminalities of in- 
cident. If you are so fortunate or 
unfortunate as to enjoy the confidence 
of the manager who aids and abets 
these monstrosities of the drama, 
these stupendous freaks of play-bu!ld- 
Ing, he will tell you that he knows 
they are bad pldys, but that they are 
also the kind he wants. He will ask 
vou to observe that they fill his house 
Very many weeks of the fifty-two: that 
they make “big money for their au- 
thors as well as the manager; that, in 
ante of their being very bad, from an 
artistic point of view, they contain a 
central “heart-interest,”” which makes 
them go:“ and that this heart-inter- 
eat, bellowed forth as it is by his com- 
pany of loud-lunged and overworked 
actors, charms the frequent coin from 
the pockets of his subscrfbers, and 
wrings their bosoms to a degree un- 
known in the Théatre Francais. He 
will tell you that he does not want 
good plavs, in the technical end artis. 
tic meaning of that term. in one 
sense, he says, these exceedingly bad 
plays are good; for, thoueh their au-

DUCATDH yourself in the habit of 

ready, graceful speech. Socially, 
| you can go far and work wonders 
through this powerful and delightful 
medium. 

It ts as serious a mistake to shirk 
your conversational responsibilities as 
ft is to neglect your toilet, or the bene- 
fits of education. The shirkers are not 
only the selfish silent ones, who do not, 
will not, and say they cannot talk. 
A goodly number of them possess ac- 
tive enough tongues and brains, and 
yet feel, and know, that they fall to 
express themselves happily, interest- 
ingly, ingratiatingly, by word of the 
mouth. 

Their trouble is that they are usu- 
ally the victims of a number of bad 
habits. For instance, their most com- 
mon and conspicuous fault is that they 
have given no thought to the acquire- 
ment of the good speaking voice. 

GO BLOW AND SPEAK LOW. 

I wish more men and women would 
follow that simpie precept. When they 
do a big striae is taken toward the at- 
tainment ot charm in conversation. ‘ine 
American vVOice—especiaiiy tnat of tne 
tcemunine Anierican—has, I grieve to 
Say, an ugiy and almost internationai 
reputation. It is nat, thin and unmu- 
sical. We may not, aS a nation, learn 
to make our tones round, fuil ana 
sweet, but anyone who earnestiy tries 
can easily overcome the disagreeabie 
habit of speaking too loudly and too 
rapidly 

Most voices could de advantageous- 
ly lowered a whole ogtave, and the 
enunciation greatly sweetened and im- 
proved by deliberation. 

In an argument or conversation that 
rouses your keen interest, remember 
not to lift your voice high above that 
of your companion. This is not only a 
cheap and very unfair means of en- 
forcing your views, but it is downright 
bad manners. It fails to give weight 
to your opinions, and it very often 
wounds and annoys. 

A matter of wital importance is to 
realize not only that the low, sweet 
voice is an excellent thing in man as 
well as woman, but that it is mighty 
in persuasion. 3 

Its attainment is a question of noth- 
ing more than an expenditure of time, 
patience and practice. 

Wesley, so his biographers say, could 
reduce a congregation of the roughest 
country people to tears of softened 
delight by his mere pronunciation of 
the word Mesopotamia. : 

This goes to prove what many 
cially disappointed men and women 
fail to-find out for themselves, name- 
ly, that there is as much influence 
wielded by the manner as the matter 
of one's conversation. 

I don't dispute the value of brains 
but mere wit and learning are not the 
only qualtitie« to be exhibited in your 
Speech. You can creste an impression, 
an enduring and deliahtful one, by 
other means, neither difficult to study 
nor employ. 

THE BEST IMPRESSION. 

This, in nine cases out of ten, is cre- 
ated by the reposeful talker. I mean 
by the individual who has no affecta- 
tions or nervous habits.

Fifteen years ago the total length of 
electric railways in operation in the 


172 cars were used. The census report 
of June 30, last year, showed 22,589 
miles of electric road, using 67,199 cars, 
and requiring 1,298,133 horse power for 
their operation. These roads carried 
during the preceding twelve months 
nearly 6,000,000,000 passengers. The 
total gross ings were $241,584,897, 
the operating expenses being $1:139,012,- 
004, leaving net earnings of $102,572, 693, 
The social influence of tnis wondertul 
industry is further indicated by tne 
number of hands to which it gave em- 
ployment on the various roads. The 
138,188 employés reported earned $84,- 
636,275, or an average of about 61. 
each per annum. In the twelve months 
following the date of this rt nearly 
8500 additional miles of rai wer 
laid, bringing up tne total length of 
electric railways in this country to 
nearly 26,000 miles. The early electric 
cars were for the most part old horse 
cars mounted on improved trucks, and 
ng twenty-horse-power electric 
motors, capable of making, at e out- 
side, a speed of twelve miles an hour. 
Now the electric car can make is 
forty miles and more an hour, if need 
be, and some of the electric roads dre 
utting on sleeping cars nearly sixty 
t long, each equipped with 14 
power in electric motors, Some of these 
care have ten compartments, with 
upper and lower berths, that fold up 
during the day, and are so adjusted 
that the car can be converted into a 
parlor car having twenty chairs for the 
day service.—[New York Commercial.

Construction work on the Tehuante- 
ved Isthmus Railway is progressing 
with all possible dispatch so as to 
make the road as good as any in the 
world. Rock is being biasted ag bal- 
last, and the track is ‘being prepared 
to withstand the shocks of heavy trat- 
fic incident to the time when the Te- 
huantepec Isthmus will be in fact 
What it today is on paper, the bridge 
for the world’s commerce. This is all 
being done with the end in view of 
competition with the Panama Canal 


‘for the North American trade and will 


a strong competitor in case the ca- 
nal ig built. The main trade for which 
both the railroad and the canal will 
bid will be that from North America 
for South American trade, at present 
isin its infancy. The port works at Sa- 
lina Cruz and Coatzacoalcos are being 
speedily but thoroughly constructed; 
the harbors are being prepared so that 
the largest vessels can enter and be 
sheltered from storms. The wharves 
will be able to accommodate the big- 
gest ocean steamers and equipped with 
electric elevators and modern improve- 
ments for the quick and prompt un- 
loading of vessels. The terminal facil- 
itles at both ports will be unexcelled, 
so that a transfer from shipside to 
Shipside may be effected within twelve 
hours. While the Tehuantepec road 
will thus compete for the world's com- 
merce with the Panama Canal, it can 
scarcely be called competition, for 
goods shipped by the Tehuantepec road 
would reach San Francisco before a 
Shipload could reach Colon en route 
for the same place. Colon, on the At- 
lantic Coast to the se Panama 
Cana! is more than 1360 miles south of 
Coatzacoalcos, and from that -city to 
Panama, on the Pacific, the distance 
is forty-eeven miles, and from thence 
to Salina Cruz 1300 miles, making the 
route through the canal something 
like 2400 miles longer than the route 
via the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, dis- 
counting the extra length of the Te- 
huantepec Railroad. It would then 
take freight from six to ten days 
longer to go by the way of the Pan 
ama Canal than by the way of the Te- 
huaatepec route, a consideration of 
importance to shippers who wish to 
To be able to han- 
dle the coming volume of trade, the 
Tehuantepec road proposes in the near 
future to build another track across 
‘the isthmus, making the whole line a 
double-track system, and later perhaps 
it will thave three tracks. The line 
will not be able to receive much freight 
until the latter part of 1904, when the 
port works will have reached a stage 
of completion to be available for the 
entrance of large vessels; then Mex- 
fico will put in her bid for the world’s 
commerce. 


James Barton, a professional egret 
hunter, has just feturned from a trip 
to the Tehuantepec Iethmus, where he 
has been several months hunting the 
little egret for its plumes. He has been 
in this business for the past ten years, 
hunting in the swamps of Louisiana, 
Florida and Southern Mexico. During 
that time he has gathered something 
like 5000 plumes of the first class, 
which bring about 380 a pound. He 
says: “The little egret is a member of 
the heron family, white in color and a 
native of the western continent. The 
plumes, which are of great value, are 
attached to the shoulder of the bird 
and are three in number, so a great 
many birds have to be killed.” Mr. 
Barton worked among the marshes on 
the Trinidad River on the isthmus. He 
says all kinds of animals abound, both 
on the ridge and in the swamps, and 
during the night the howls of tigers 
and the buzzing of tropical insects re- 
calls India. By building blinds and 
getting behind them he was able to 
bag the egrets that feed in the little 
isthmian lakes and swamps. The most 
valuable specimen he procured outside 
of his regular profession was a tapir, 
along one of the small tributaries 
which run into the Trinidad River, 
among forests that are all alive with 
monkeys and birds of gorgeous plum- 
age. e also kitled several deer and 
other small game, as well as a large 
jaguar and several ocelots. The above 
will give an idea of the tropical condi- 
tions that prevail among the isthmian 
swamps. 


Henry Chesner, representing a St. 
Louis machinery house, came in this 
week from the tropics of Mexico, where 
he had visited several plantations and 
placed several orders for American ma- 
chinery. He re ts the principal 
plantations in conditions of prosperity 
as never before realized. The raisi 
of sugar cane seemed to be in the lead, 
and the most modern sugar mills are 
being erected in Southern Mexico. At 
one plantation in the State of Vera- 
cruz he found the planter laying out 
100,000 coffee trees at one time, which 
will give an idea of the big scale on 
which this industry is conducted in 
that State, which leads in the coffee 
output of the country. Last year 
Veracruz exported 15,000,000 kilograms 
of coffee, while second in the list of 
exporters was the State of Chiapas, 
with 6,000,000 kilograms. 

A at many thoroughbred catile 
are ng shipped into that part of 
the country, an industry which is on 
the increase. The great drawback to 
the rubber industry in Southern Mex- 
fico seems to be the labor question. 
Should that be solved by the importa-

The trees in the 
district where I operate are covered 
with fruit and of a fair size. I con- 
sider the Mexican orange superior to 
the Californian and the Florida, hav- 
ing a sweeter taste than either. This 
interest is becoming really productive 
in Mexico, and as soon as our fruit be- 
comes well known it will make its own 
way in the market, Under the climatic 
conditions that prevail in this republic 
oranges are grown a great deal more 
freely than elsewhere on the continent, 
because we never have any frosts 
which occasionally destroy the fruit in 
the United States, nor do we have as 


yet any destructive insects. My planta- 


tion pays me fully 50 per cent. on the 
capital invested.” 


George R. Nelson, chewy a 
machinery house of Peabody, ass., 
says that the industry of leather tan- 
ning in Mexico is on the Increase, and 
soon there will be several tanneries in 
this country. The Mexicans have 
awakened to the fact that if they ex- 
pect to de able to compete with the 


markets of other countries they must | 


stop the old eustom of tanning by hand 
and put in machinery, thus increasing 
their output and perfecting it. He has 
just made the rounds of the tanneries 
of the Western Coast and found them 
very busy.

* Millions for Goat Skins. 


A new industry is offering itself 
to the farmers and manufacturers of 
the United States. The fact that 
25,000,000 worth of goatskins are now 
annually imported into the United 


States and that our enterprising man- 


ufacturers are now obliged to send 
half way around the world for a large 
share of them suggests that the farm- 
ers of this country have a great op- 
portunity to put a large share of this 
sum into their own pockets and that 
the entire sum may be divided among 
our producers and manufacturers. 
Importations of goatskins into the 
United States now amount to about 
$25,000,000 per annum, and aé large 
share of these are brought from In- 
dia, China, Arabia and Southwestern 
Russia. The increasing popularity of 
certain classes of Kl leather for foot- 
wear, as well as gloves, has greatly 
increased the demand for goatskins in 
the United States within recent years. 
In 1885 the value or goatskins import- 
ed was about $4,000,000; at 1890 it had 
grown to $9,000,000; by 1 it was 815, 
w 


000,000; in 1900 it $22,000, - 
000, and in 1903, in round numbers, 
$25,000,000 


The farmers of the United States 
are apparently making no-effort to 
reap any part of this golden harvest 
for themselves. The census of 1900 
shows the total number of goats in 
the United States to be less than two 
is understood 
that the skins of probably twenty mil- 
lion goats were required to make the 
$25,000,000 worth imported last year, 
it can be seen that the supply from 
the United States could have formed 
but a small share of the fotal con- 
sumption. Yet the fact that a large 
share of our supply of this important 
import comes from India, China, 
France and Mexico suggests that 
there are large areas in the United 
States which might produce goats 
successfully and in sufficiently large 
numbers to supply the entire hofne 
demand.—[{Harper’s Weekly.

“The American Consul believes that 
wringers, meat choppers, hair clip- 
pers, mechanics’ tools of all kinds, cot- 
ton and cotton waste, rubber shoes, 
machine tools, and all labor-saving, 
devices would find @ responsive mar- 
ket. Any improvement in machinery 
would be accorded a careful and in- 
telligent investigation, and the Ameri- 
can manufacturer would find a profit In 
an attempt to reach Russian buyers. 
Mr. Slocum says: “In fact, there is 
hardly a line produced by the inventive 
American manufacturer which cannot, 
with effort and regard for local needs, 
be brought to profitable sales.” 


Consul Boyle, at Liverpool, says tha 
during the past two or three years 
there has been a great revival of the 
cider trade in England. Cider is now 
being recommended by ‘doctors for 
rheumatism and gout, and it has be- 
come quite a popular drink. The cider 
of England is usually very good, and 
is attractively put up. There is no 
reason why the United States should 
not get a good share of this trade. It 
is said that much of the cider for this 
season's consumption will be made 
from Canadian apples; in some cases, 
the apples being cut up and dried and 
sent to Devonshire and Heréferdshire 
and submitted to a process to produce 
“home-made” cider. The jam trade in 
England is suffering from the increased 
price of sugar and the failure of the 
English fruit crop. Jam pulp is being 
sent4from Canada to be put up by local 
manufacturers, and a large trade in 
French and German jams is expected. 


During the year 1902 the emigrants 
from Norway to the United States 
numbered 27,000 and 1903 promises still 
larger figures. The reasons for the 
great increase in emigration during 
the last few years to be found in 
scarcity of Work, poor prospects for the 
future, high taxation, and information 
received from friends in the United 
States of tae staisfactory conditions 
found thede. Large sums of money are 
sent from Norwegians in the United 
States to their relatives here; the 
amount in 1902 has been estimated at 
no less than $1,000,000. 8 


Kolnische Zeitung, a German com- 
mercial journal, says that imports of 
wood into Germany from the United 
States have more than trebled since 
1880, amounting in 1902 to more than 
$5,850,000. It consisted mostly of pitch 
pine. This wood is more resistant to 
the weather and costs much less than 
oak, which averages $3.47 per 45.3 cubic 
fees, while pitch pine costs only $1.66 
for the same amount. Owing to its 
utility and cheapness the pine is han- 
dled in the most remote parts of Ger- 
many. It is used for making doors, 
windows, floors, etc., while oak is used 


in the manufacture of the finer grades 


of furniture. 


The trade of Norway with the United 
States is disappointing when the official 
records are consulted. Not only are 
these disappointing, but they give an 
inadequate idea of the real quantity 
of American goods consumed in Nor- 
way. In viewing the articles of trade 
Offered for sale in the different shop 
windows, one is struck With the great 
number which are made in the United 
States. The same is true throughout 
Norway, but the trade reports fail to 
show any considerable quantity origi- 
nating in the United States. The rea- 
son is simple; direct shipping facilities 
are poor and merchandise is accred- 
ited to the country of last port of ship- 
ment, much to the detriment of Amer- 
ican trade reports. Salesmen from the 
United States with samples of goods 
could do much in building up Amer!i- 
can trade in Norway. Along the west 
coast from September to May, there is 
a continual stream of German, English, 


salesmen, but it woudl be a novelty to 
see an American esmah in this 
country. 
It European houses find Norwegian 
trade valuable enough to seek by per- 
sonal representatives, it would seem 
that American houses would and it 
quite ag profitable, especially as 80 
many Norwegians are disposed to fa; 
vor American goods. There is scarce- 
ly a family on this coast but has some 
tie that binds it to the United States. 
A son, a daughter, a brother or other 
near relative has gone to the United 
States to seek his or her fortune, and 
the many who return bring with them 
recollections of American trade that, 
given a fair chance, would yield hand- 
some returns to can houses di- 
rectly seeking the trade of Norway. 
Corn, wheat and rye, either in the 
grain or ground, are very largely im- 
sported. Agricultural implements, cut- 
lery, machinery, stationery and many 
other articles should be bought and 
shipped direct instead of being pur- 
chased through English houses. 


When the pulp-wood problem and 
the possible policy of his department 
were under discussion. recently in the 
Legislative Assembly of Quebec, tne 
Hon. S. N. Parent, Prime Minister, an- 
swered the argument advanced by 
those opposed to the coutinuation of 
the policy of the government. Un- 
usual interest was aroused by the 
Minister's o ition to an increase in 
the export duty on timber ani its 
products, to be in force until 1915.

The child who-has injured himsel 
is made no better by being told, “It 
serves you right, be more careful next 
time.” “I told you you would hurt 
yourself.” Such a statement = tend 
to stir up all that is worst in any 
child, but especially in the child of 
some temperaments. 

Parents must ever remember, and 
never forget, then, that sympathy is 
the strongest bond of union between 
human hearts. It is not possible for 
any heart to shut itself against it. 
When all else has failed it will prove 
te be the most powerful factor in re- 
claiming the lost. Indeed, it seems 
almost im ble to exaggerate the 
strength the influence which it 
exerts in forming character, and in 
regulating the habits of all. If a 
child feels that you sympathize with 
him he will imitate you, and you can 
mould him almost at will. 

As children grow older their habits 
tecome firmly fixed, and determine 
character. That which is once fixed 
in a child’s mind through loving sym- 
pathy will searcely ever be removed. 
even by the most skillful argument. 
Each one of us can trace most changes 
in ourselves to the influence of some 
one whom we loved, because of the 
sympathy which was shown us. It 
may have been silent sympathy. It 
may have been almost or entirely un- 
oe It was none the less pow- 
erful. | 

The child who loves the parent and 
feels that he poss the parent's 
sympathy, needs but little admonition 
or criticism. When he perceive# what 
the parent wishes the bond of sympa- 
thy tends to firmly establish the de- 
sired principles. assured that in 
no Way can any parent gain such 
power over a child for the purpose of 
shaping his character, as by mani- 
festing warm sympathy with the 
child. Next to a lack of loving kind- 
ness there is no mere potent cause of 
unhappiness to children than a lack of 
sympathy in those from whom they 
have a right to expect it. 

Almost every has wondered 
at the peculiar power and action of 
sympathy. One child starts to cry, 
and nearly all the young children pres- 
ent will da the same, as if tley had 
been injured also. The actress feigns 

at grief, and two-thirds of the au- 


gre 
dience joins with her in shedding 


tears. -Or one or two start to laugh, 
and in a short time it will spread to 
the whole company, though none may 
be able to tell why they ace laughing. 
Someone sneeges or yawns, and many 
others do the same. A joke which is 
scarcely understood by a single hearer 
will set a whole audience into sympa- 
thetic laughter. 

It would thus seem that there is 
some. mysterious, inexplicable power 
in sympathy. By this,power the men- 
tal or physical conditions of one may 

communicated to others, increas- 
ing in Intensity as it passes from one 
to another, Since this is so, need we 
wonder that that sympathy, prompted 
— holiest love, should have such an 
powerful effect upon children, who 


‘are so delicately deeply sensitive to 


every influence? 
SYMPATHY VERSUS LOVE. 
Some may assert that there is no 
difference between sympathy and 
love. If this is the case, then, hav- 
ing considered the power of love and 
kindness, we are not j fied fa spend- 
ing even a few minutes ih the consid- 
eration of sympathy. But are they 
the same? Love may be upon one 
side alone, and, therefore, unappre- 
ciated and without any power of af- 
fecting the object loved. It is not so 
with sympathy. Sympathy is two- 
fold. It starts as a response to an 
express need. It is an answer to a call 
for it, whether expressed in words 
or not. It is therefore certain of 
grateful recognition, even where love 

is neither feit nor welcome. 

As before stated, next to love, there 
is nothing a child needs so much as 
sympathy. It is much easier for a 
parent to love a child than to give 
the child the sympathy which 
it should have. Parental love 
is natural. It may not be un- 
natural, but it is co-:mparatively 
seldom that a parent is found who 
shows great sympathy with his child 
in both work and play. When such a 
parent is noticed it is considered wor- 
thy of remark, if not remarkable, 
This may seem a strong statement, 
but it is believed that it will bear the 
test of investigation. Let the reader 
ask himself the questions: “How 
many playthings have I taken home 
to my child? Of these, how many 
have I taken the time to enjoy with 
the child in play? How many books 
heve I purchased for him? How 
many of them have I enjoyed with 
him? Or even made inquiry concern- 
ing? Of the things lost, how many 
have I simply replaced? Concerning 
the lost. how many have I really sym- 
pathized with the dear child in his 
then great sorrow?” Truthful an- 
swers to such questions as the above 
will give a re some idea as to 
whether or not he is showing that 
8 to which every chid is en- 

tled, 

To sympathize with a child you 
must be able to put yourself in the 
child's place, and feel as a child. You 
must forget that you are not a child 


‘any longer. By being a child again, 


{if only for a few minutes, you will 

not only make the child love and 

adore you, but you will again renew 

your youth and be the better and the 

stronger because of it. 

WHEN SYMPATHY SHOULD BE 
GIVEN. 


Let it be acknowledged, then, that 


the most effective way of securing 


tha confidence and love of children, 
which will make their management 
easy, is by sympathizing with them in 
their hopes, in their fears, in their sor- 
ry, in their plays, and in thetr works. 
Certain it is that the parent who does 
not sometimes descend into the world 


‘In which the child lives, ag a sharer of 


its fears and sorrows, and not as a 
fault-finder, or even as a counselor, 
oo have the fullest power over the 
c 

Nine times out of ten—yes, ninety- 
nine times out of one hundred—the 
child does not mean to do wrong. The 
right kind of sympathy will have a 
more powerful effect at thie time than 
at any other; for the heart is espe- 


‘cially open to such influences when 


bowed down by grief. Why should not 
the loving parent sympathize with the 
weakness which has resulted in some 
folly? Then is the time a child is most 
happy to turn for advice and comfort 
to some one stronger than he. God for- 


sympathetic ear to a penitent child’s 
cry. 

Many will say that a parent should 
feel no sympathy for the child who has 
done wrong. They feel that such sym- 
pathy is placing the parent in the po- 
sition of sympathizing with the sin, 
which they must condemn. Perhaps it 
is rather with the temptation than with 
the sin that the parent has sympathy 
Be this as it may. It must be ac- 
knowledged that without sympathy 
there is but little hope for the refor- 
mation of the inmates of the prison 
cells, who are susceptible to this in- 
fluence when all others have failed. 
Does the child not need the same sym- 
pathy when he has done wrong? If we 


acknowledge its influence upon 


hardened tenant of the prison cell, 
dare we doubt its influence upon the 
child, so tender, so impressible, 30 
susceptible to every influence? 
Foolish is the parent, and not often 
truthful, who tells the child he does 
not understand how he can be so bad. 
Hardh ed he who can turn such a 
child away without the sympathy to 
which he is entitled. If he does this 
he need not be surprised, if, at the same 
time, he builds between himself and 
his child a barrier which will prob- 
ably never be removed. 
Happy the parent whose child is 80 
sympathy that he brings to 
him his greatest failings, his most 
dreadful thoughts, which shock even 
himself. His power over such a child 
will be unbounded. Unless there are 
some unusual ons to the contrary 
he need have no fear that his con- 
trol over the child will not last long af- 
ter the child has left the parental roof. 

By some sympathy is considered as a 
natural feeling, by others, it is not so 
considered. Which is right, makes but 
little difference. Certain it is that it 
can be cultivated by every parent. 
More than that, it is the duty of every 
parent to cultivate not only sympathy 
for the children. but to see to it that 
the children sympathize with the par- 
ent, when they are old enough to 
do so. Every parent should see that t 
loving sympathy has a prominent place 
in the treatment of every one of the 
many which present them- 
selves for solution in the management 
and training of every child. 

Children observe far more accurately 
and closely than do most adults. In 
addition to this they seem to have a 
natural instinct, which enables them to 
distinguish between the honest and the 
sham. We may be able to mislead men 


harder to deceive a child. Many who 
are not aware of this fact find, to their 
sorrow, that the sympathy which they 
express is without effect, because it is 
not sincere. If it is not genuine the 
child will soon see through the disguise 
and despise the pretender. 

One way in which sympathy with 


will not be disposed to interfere with 
their plans, but will help them to be 
happy in thelr owh way, when there 
is no good reason for their not doing 
as they wish. While in the home, and in 
the school, they must of necessity be 
under the directions of others, to a 
great extent, in their play and recrea- 
tions they should be left to themselves. 
If we join their play we should bring 
ourselves down to their plane and not 
expect to bring them up to our own. If 
parents could only remember their own 
childhood, how much more they could 
sympathize with their children, and

This interesting phase of educational 
deveiopment has come about suddenly. 
The university authorities have hardly 
realized its extent. Several of them 
were surprised when they counted their

For details and figures let one go to 
niversity, which has the 
largest eastern representation, or to 
the University of California, which is 
second choice of the invaders, or to 
the University of Washington, which, 
much smalier than the others, 
follows a close third. 

This year’s entering class at Stan- 
ford included seventy-five students 
from the East and Middle West. Rep- 


holds as Boston, with Harvard at her, 
doors; New York City, with Colum- 


al. giante—on the heights; New Ha- 
ven, with Yale hidden among her clas- 
sic elms; Philadelphia, with the Um- 
‘versity of Pennsylvania spread over 
her very heart, and Chicago, with her 
mighty university namesake, to say 
nothing of Northwestern and an ex- 
cellent State university right at hand.

There was one each 
from the States of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Tennessee, Vermont, Virginia, 


The showing made by Colorado is 
particularly strong—twenty-seven stu- 
dents registered at Stanford. twent)- 
one at Berkeley and a half dosen at the 
University of Washington. Co orado 
has an excellent school of mines and 
several univers! ties. For those who 
wish to study away from home, the 
natural place would seem to be the big 
universities of the East, which can be 
reached more easily than those on the 
Pacific Coast. Yet in spite of these 
facts one finds this large delegation, 
and its strength in reases each year. 

At the University of California. 
eighty students are registered from the 
East. Many others who hail from 
there acquire residence in Oakland or 
San Francisco, before regisiering, and 
thus escape the fee of 220 a ye er 
charged students from points withoat 
the State. Probably 125 easterne:s 
would be found at Berkeley if the res- 
istration followed the spirit instead of 
the letter of the law. Illinets, Massa - 
chusetts and Michigan have the ‘argest 
registration of the States east the 
Misgivsippi. Two of the Massachusetis 
students register from Cambridge, the 
seat of Harvard University. 

At the University of Washington, 


The school of mines, in 
which the university is particularily 
well equipped, is a big drawi card. 
The law school of the University, un- 
der Dean John T. ndon, at- 
tracted a great many eesterners, many 


leges. Very sensibly these young men 
argue: “We are going to practice law 
in the West; why not study western 
law?” It does not appear why this 
should not de the case with the law 
department of the University of Cali- 
fornia—the — Callege of Law in 
San Francisco. his institution has 
but two students from points outside of 
California—one from Hawali and one 
from Wisconsin. 

The only reason the university au- 
thorities can give for this rush of 
eastern students in the past few years 
is the climate and the excellence of 
the instituttons themselves. 

“With us it began several years 
ago,” said a member of the Stanford 
faculty the other day. “A party of 
five or six young people were out 
here from Central Pennsyivania, 
traveling for pleasure. They visited 
Palo Alto about the time Stanford 
was opening up for the year. Sev- 
eral of them were about ready to en- 
ter college. They liked our situation 
and climate so mutu that they wrote 
home for their books and remained 
until the end of the college year. We 
have had students from that region, 
nearly every year since. 

“Tt ia the climate. though. that 
brings most of them. A youth breaks 
down unser stress of study and the 
rieore of an eastern winter.
